BY GERMANS. 


Russians Continue Their Fierce Attacks 
for Lemberg Route. 


ONDON, Oct. 6. — Turning 
against the Rumanians, who 
had been advancing steadily in 

Eastern Transylvania, Austro-Hun- 
garian and German troops have de- 
feated the invaders decisively along 
a fifty-mile front. North of Fogaras, 
at the juncture of the Homorod and 
Alt Rivers, the Rumanians are in re- 
treat, pursued by Teutonic troops. 
The successful repulse of the in- 
vaders on the southern end of the 
line was at the hands of Gen. Von 
Falkenhayn, former Chief of the 
German General Staff, and who only 
last week routed the Rumanians 
around Hermannstadt and drove 
them back to their own frontier. 
North of Reps the Austro-Hunga- 
rians recaptured positions and took 
more than 200 prisoners.

POLICY OF DEMOCRATS

Warren Fairbanks, running 
mate of Charles Evans Hughes, 
outlined the political policies of the 
Republican and Democratic parties 
in a brief speech here today and 
denounced the latter as inimical to 
the industrial welfare of the na- 
tion.

Great London Financial Journal 
Mirrors Anxiety Over Specie 
Question Showing that Conflict 
is now Costing Great Britain 
Twenty-five Millions a Day. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLASIVE DISPATCH. | 


TIMES, Oct. 6.—The possibility of 
Great Britain being forced to sus- 
pend specie payment because of the 
severe drain on her gold reserves 
due to the war is discussed in the 
Statist, the great London financial 
journal, in an article that mirrors 
the anxiety there over the gold ques- 
tion. The article says: 

„The disarrangement of the for- 
eign exchanges by the war and the 
difficulties experienced. in paying 
gold are naturally exciting unusual 
interest in regard to what is called 
the gold question. 5 

“It is, of course, the duty of a 
government, a company, a firm or an 
individual to fulfill all contracts en- 
tered into. And in the time in 
which we live nations, particularly 
the more forward nations, contract 
to pay all their debts in gold. It 
would be an act of dishonesty to se- 


and, of course, every honorable per- 
son or corporate body, desires to put 
off as long as possible a forced in- 
fraction of a contract, 

“Rut the old proverb applies in 
regard to gold just as much as in 
regard to everything else-—'Necessity 
has no laws.’ If a contract cannot 
be maintained there is no option but 
to let it go by the board. 

“The present state of things has 
arisen out of the enormous cost of 
the war in which so many nations 
are engaged. 

“The resulc is that the cost of 
the war surpasses anything that even 
the wildest imagination fancied be- 
fore 1914. Taking the United 
Kingdom alone, we are spending at 
the present time something over 
£5,000,000 every day in the week, 
Sundays and holidays included, and 
the other organized parts of the 
British empire are spending largely 
in addition. 

“Now uit is obvious that to find 
money to pay more thah £5,000,000 
a day is an exceedingly difficult 
thing, and that it grows more dif- 
ficult every day the conflict lasts. 
And yet everybody knows at home 
and abroad that the quantity of 
gold in the world is not sufficient to 
pay for all the commodities of every 
kind that the various belligerent 
countries require.”

FRENCH SAY U- BOAT

APTURES GERMANS 
SINGLE-HANDED. 


LAUD BRAVE EXPLOIT OF 
CANADIAN PRIVATE, 


A 


Kills and Wounds Many Teu- 
tons, then Compels Sixty-two to 
Surrender Rendering Possible 
Capture of 250 Yards of Trench 
by His Comrades. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE} 

OTTAWA, Oct. 6.—The exploit of 
a wounded Canadian private, who 
leaped from his trench, killed and 
wounded y Germans, and com- 
pelled sixty-two others to surrender, 
is described in a dispatch received 
here today from Canadian headquar- 
ters in France. The communication 
States that the bravery of the un- 
named private made it possible for 
his battalion to capture 250 yards of 
trenches at a critical moment in the 
general attack. Since their offensive 
began, the dispatch says, the Cana- 
dians have wrested nearly ‘three 
square miles of territory from the 
Germans. 

FROM THE REPORT. 

“Severe tichting continued almost 
without cessation during the past 
week,“ says the report. The Ger- 
mans brought up reinforcements and 
fresh troops and opposed at times 
a desperate resistance to our ad- 
vance. Attacks were succeeded by 
counter-attacks, and certain portions 
of the trenches were the scene of 
sanguinary hand-to-hand struggles.” 

In consequence of the reports of 
patrols, the communication con- 
tinues, the Canadian lines were ad- 
vanced and occupied a new position 
nearly 1000 yards farther forward. 
Fierce attacks and counter-attacks 
ensued from September 27 to Octo- 
ber 1, trenches being held in turm by 
the Germans and the Canadians. The 
Canadian line northeast of Cource- 
letta was eventually pushed forward 
another 500 vards, the report says, 
and new trenches were dug. 

ACTION OF PRIVATE. 

Describing the action of the 
wounded private, the dispatch said: 

“The most aggressive gallantry was 
displayed by a private belonging to 
an Edmonton battalion. He was tak- 
ing part in a bombing attack when 
the advance was arrested and the 
supply of bombs exhausted. Although 
one of his fingers had been blown 
away at the second joint by a Ger- 
man bomb, he jumped out of the 
trench and ran along the outside, 
firing at point-blank range at the 
enemy, killing and wounding many 
of them. The remainder, sixty-two in 
number, thinking themselves about to 
be cut off, thereupon surrendered. He, 
with two other men, escorted the 
prisoners across open ground, under 
heavy fire, to a support trench, and 
then returned and reported himself 
for duty to his company commander 
before his wound had been dressed. 
This action undoubtedly made it 
possible for the battalion to capture 
and hold 250 yards of trench at a 
— moment in the general at- 
tack.

WILSON’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Yet the situation unquestionably 


jaffords the President the opportu- 


nity to move for peace if he desires 
to do so, although it does not afford 
him the slightest ground for hope 
of a successful outcome of peace 
overtures, 

Indeed, the situation makes it 
certain beyond doubt that such a 
move would be prejudicial to the 
standing of this nation with the 
Entente nations and probably de- 
structive of its future usefulness in 
that direction in the day when peace 
may be urged on reasonable 
grounds. 

When James W. Gerard, Ameri- 
can Ambassador at Berlin, returns 
to this country on his vacation he 
will discuss this subject of peace. 
Mr. Gerard does not come on a 
peace mission. He comes for his 
vacation. But before he left Ber- 
lin he was visited by Herr von 
Jagow, German Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, and the German view- 
point on matters touching the 
United States was discussed. 

LONGING FOR PEACE, 

The German viewpoint today, 
above all, is a longing for peace. 
Therefore Herr von Jasow and Am- 
bassador Gerard discussed peace. 
Mr. Gerard will in turn, discuss the 
peace view of Mr. Lansing, Secre- 
tary of State, where he reaches this 


country. 

When a high official here was 
asked today whether Mr. Gerard 
would discuss peace he replied: 

“Would a man coming from the 
world’s series be likely to talk 
baseball?’

On the basis of Mr. Gerard's 
Statements, President Wilson un 
doubtedli will be able to find 


ground, if he chooses, to make some 
sort of move towards peace. Ger- 
many's statements in the past prove 
this. In notes to the United States 
and formal déclarations of the Im- 
perial Chancellor, Germany has de- 
clared openly her “willingness” toa 
accept peace, “on a basis that will 
preserve Germany’s vital interests.“ 
TO MOVE FOR PEACE. 


So, viewing the situation solely 
from this side, President Wilson un- 
doubtedly will have an excuse, at 
least, to move for peace. 

But, viewed from the side of the 
Entente nations, such a peace move 
at once becomes a futile thing, in- 
deeds so futile tha’ its genuineness 
could hardly be egpected to pass 
unchallenged. Peace overtures from 
the United States at this time would 
be regarded by the Entente nations 
as anjunfriendly act. Repeatedly 
the highest officials of these nations 
have given interviews the effect of 
which has been to warn the United 
States that such action now would 
be regarded as unwelcome and un- 
warranted interference in their 
vital affairs. 

Hence it is difficult for many per- 
sons here to see how President Wil- 
son could, whatever basis for action 
Germany might afford, address any 
peace communication to the 
Entente powers at this time or 
broach the matter to them in any 
way.

TAFT ATTACKS 
ADAMSON LAW. 


Constitution Disregarded to 
Gain Political End.

Former President Speaks at 
Indiana Celebration.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 6.—The 
eight-hour law recently enacted by 
Congress was attacked by William H. 
Taft tonight when he addressed 
thousands of persons at the Coliseum, 
discussing the development of con- 
stitutional government of the State. 
Mr. Taft's speech was a part of the 
county-day programme in connéc- 
tion with Indiana’s centennial cele- 


bration and while non-political, gave 
him an opportunity to find flaws in 
the government's course of action 
without naming persons and parties 
specifically. 

In tracing the development from 
the old northwest territorial days, he 
showed that through constitutional 
limitations placed on the conduct of 
men, society as a whole had been 
protected“ against those who would 
seek to turn all things to their serv- 
ice or benefit. He said that these 
limitations did not restrict the 
liberty of men, but that they did 
prevent the exercise of license as 
distinguished from liberty. 

Mr. Taft declared that the law 
forbids the formation of combina- 
tions for oppression, But, he said, 
there has developed in this country 
a tendency in high quarters to dis- 
regard constitutional limitations and 
to overlook cgrtain classes of acts 
provided a political advantage 
could be gained. He regatded the 
eight-hour law as such and said: 

“This is the most noteworthy in- 
stance of a group whose labor was 
necessary that society may live, re- 
fusing to perform its functions in 
the social machinery.” 

After reviewing the modification of 
contitutional restraints since In- 
diana became a State, he said: 

“We have not lost our liberties 
but the law regulating them has 
been changed with the necessity of 
society and in the interest of all.”

EMOCRATS START 
EXTORTION PLAN. 


SEEK SEVERAL MIDTAONS OF

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE

plans of the National Democratic 
Executive Committee to extort a 
campaign fund of several millions 
from Federal office-holders in vio- 
lation of the spirit of the criminal 
code and of the Civil Service Act 
were disclosed at Republican nation- 
al headquarters today. :

IDEA OF FRAMERS. 


The Democratic framers of these 
plans for extorting Wilson campaign 
funds from Federal office holders 
are careful to set forth in the in- 
structions to the strong-arm squad 
the fact that “of course this is not 
compulsory’’—obviously meaning 
that it is not legally compulsory, but 
they proceed to state that they are 
informed that there is to be a per- 
manent organization, “of our force 
throughout the country.” A record 
is to be made “of the loyalty” of 
those Federal office-holders who de- 
cline to contribute to the Wilson 
campaign fund.

dividend of $33.33 a share to be dis- 
bursed among 20,000 shareholders 
of record October 16 and payable 
November 23. This is a cash divi- 
dend of 23% per cent. on the par 
value and follows closely on the 
heels of an increase of 2% cents an 
hour in the wages of the employees 
in the various packing plants of 
Swift & Co. 
The announcement was made by 
Louis F. Swift, president of the com- 
pany, who said in connection with 
this action that it was not a quick 
profit that was being distributed, 

t rather one accumulated from 
small margins on a large volume of 
business over a long period of time. 
Bearing out this statement is the 
information in the last available 
annual report that the profits of 
Swift & Co., in the fiscal year 1915 
were only 2.8 cents per dollar of 
sales and were one-eighth of a cent 
per pound of beef hides and by- 
products on the 4,616,000,000 pounds 
of output. 

While no definite information was 
forthcoming regarding the volume of 
sales of Swift & Co. for the fiscal 
year just ended, Boston advices are 
that it exceeded $600,000,000, or an 
increase of more than 20 per cent., 
compared with 1915.

NORFOLK (va) Oct. 6.-—The 
British steamer Hawkhead, at an- 
chor in Hampton Roads off Sewell’s 
Point, was run down and sunk about 
S o'clock tonight by the Chesapeake 
Steamship Company's bay line 
steamer City of Norfolk, outward 
bound from this pert for Baltimore 
with a number of passengers. The 
City of Norfolk was badly damaged 
about the bow, but there was no loss 
of life, so far as is known. The 
collision occurred during a heavy 
fog. 

Capt. Hand and the crew of the 
Hawkhead were taken off by small 
boats lowered by the City of Norfolk, 
the river steamer Pocahontas and 
other craft which were passing. Fif- 
teen minutes after being struck the 
British ship had settled on the bot- 
tom in thirty feet of water. 

CRASH HALTS DINNER. 

Most of the nearly 100 passengers 
of the City of Norfolk were at din- 
ner when the crash came. There 
Was great excitement for a few min- 
utes, but officers soon restored or- 
der. The Pocahontas came along- 
side the City of Norfolk and the pas- 
sengers were transferred to the river 
craft, but they remained there only 
a short time, being put aboard a 
bay liner Df the Baltimore Steam 
Packet Company, which took moat 
of them to Baltimore. 

Although the City of Norfolk's 
bow Was carried away for ten feet, 
the collision bulkheads held and she 
turned about and steamed slowly 
back to this port, being assisted by 
tugs. 

PROCEEDING SLOWLY. 

The Citv of Norfolk was proceed- 
ing to Old Point at a slow rate of 
speed because of the fog, but in 
spite of this she struck the Hawk- 
head with great force, tearing a big 
hole in her side near the stern. The 
British ship filled quickly and went 
down by the stern. 

The Hawkhead was anchored off 
the Seawell’s Point pier of the Vir- 
ginian Railroad, awaiting a berth 
there. 

The captain of neither vessel 
would discuss the collision after they 
arrived here late tonight further than 
to say that the roads were enveloped 
in a heavy blanket of fog. 


RECEIVERSHIP PROFITABLE. 


Pacific Mall Steamer Purchase Good 
Thine for Marine Concern.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.— With the 
discharge here today by the Federal 
District Court of Philip A. 8.

IS STAGGERING. 


Three _ Billions for Eight 
Months is Estimate. 


Nearly One-third Went to the 
United Kingdom.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—The enor- 
mous extent of recent gains in the 
export trade of the United States is 
disclosed in statistics issued today 
by the Department of Commerce. 
Total exports to the vabious coun- 
tries for the first eight months of 
the calendar year were in many 
cases millions of dollars greater 
than those of the entire fiscal year 
of 1914. 


Exports, to Greece for the eight 
months ida ped 2200 per cent. com- 
pared to the fiscal year 1914; to 
Russia, 900 per cent.; to Norway, 
340 per cent.; to France, 240 per 
cent.; to Denmark, 140 per cent.; 
to Italy, 129 per cent.; to the United 
Kingdom, 103 per cent.; to Sweden, 
84 per cent.; to Cuba, 42 per cent. 
and to Japan, 25 per cent. 

TRADE BALANCE. 


This vast export trade shows an 
apparent trade balance for the eight 
months of $1,730,000,000 in favor of 
the United States and department 
officials predict that by the end of 
the year it will exceed $2,500,000, - 
000. The total exports amounted to 
$3.435,969,212, an increase of $1,- 
206,082,010 over the same eight 
months a year ago. 

The largest gain was in exports 
to the United Kingdom, which took 
nearly one-third of aM goods ex- 
ported from the United States in that 
period. They amounted to 1.207, 
751.988, showing an increase of 
$554,.000,000 over the same eight 
months last year and $731,000,000 
more than the entire fiscal vear of 
1914. France, the second best cus- 
tomer of the United States, took 
goods valued at $544,475,000, an in- 
crease of $211,000,000 over the previ- 
ous eight months and $384,000,000 
more than 1914. Canada was third, 
taking %$373,736.569, an increase of 
$163,000,000 over the eight months 
of last year but only $29,000,000 
more than 1914. 

RUSSIA'S NEEDS. 


Russia in Europe and Asia took 
$300.362.626 worth, an increase of 
$219,909.000 over the previous eight - 
month period. Greece's imports from 
the United States amounted to $23.- 
597,141, compared with $1,100,000 
in the whole fiscal year before the 
war. 

Exports to Germany ani Austria 
have almost ceased. Decreases for 
the eight months when compared 
with the same period last year were 
shown in exports to Denmark, The 
Netherlands and Sweden but the 
totals, except for The Netherlands.

NEW ORDINANCE 
NEAR VICTORY. 


Majority of Council Favor 
Efficiency Law. | 


Unanimous Vote Fails but 
Opponents Quit. 


Members Have Confidence in 
Mayor's Success. 


An entirely new ordinance reor- 
ganizing the Efficiency Commission 
was sent along the road to victory 
by a majority of the Council yes- 
terday, and the indications are it will 
be passed by a vote of six to three 
next Saturday. Votes on proposed 
amendments showed that six Council- 
men favor it. 

As the minority refused to make 
it ‘unanimous, the ordinance went 
over for final passage until today 
week, as no ordinance can be passed 
on the day it is introduced unless 
by unanimous vote of all present, 
and seven must be present. Council- 
men Topham and Wheeler will be 
away next week, except Saturday, at- 
tending the convention of municipali- 
ties at Visalia, but on their return 
the ordinance will be passed. 

GIVE Ur FIGHT. 

After their proposed amendments 
were defeated’, Councilmen Conwell 
and Wheeler and Councilwoman 
Lindsey, composing the minority, said 


they had no intention of carrying on 


the fight or of doing anything to con- 
tinue the friction. They said they be- 
lieve the struggle is over, and issued 
the following signed statement: 

“We believe the efficiency fight is 
over, ahd in view of the new_ordi- 
nance now practically passed by the 
Council, we are happy to give full 
credence to the Mayor's ®lear assur- 
ances that the present staff and di- 
rector of the efficiency department 
shall be retained. 

“We cannot vote for the ordinance 
itself because we believe the Em. 
clency Commission should be organ- 
ized upon a permanent basis and 
should include the chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Council. 

“Rut we have no objection to the 
Mayor taking the leadership in the 
efficiency programme. We have al- 
ways been in favor of that. We wish 
him well, and offer to both him and 
the new Efficiency Commission our 
co-operation in every movement for 
the benefit of our city.

NEW ORDINANCE. 

The new ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Roberts and takes 
the place of the remodeling ordi- 
nance Offered the previous week by 
Councilman Topham. It provides for 
a commission composed of the May- 
or and two electors, who shall serve 
two years. It also provides the pres- 
ent employees shall be retained and 
that the new commission shall suc- 
ceed to the possession of the records, 
papers and property of the old.

A sober Serbian with a cross on 
his breast, and an impatient Ger- 
man, who said he was heir to a 
fortune, induced Sam Malovrozich, 
No. 364 West Forty-eighth street, to 
volunteer to work for charity, swin- 
dung him of $800 savings. Mr. 
Malovrozich * thought he was cus- 
todian of $17,000 to distribute to the 
needy, but instead, he was carry- 


ing a red bandana handkerchief 
stuffed with newspaper. clippings. 
And the clippings were from the 
market page. 

Within three hours the victim wag 
converted and looted. The tall Ser- 
bian, wearing the cross conspicuous- 
ly on a chain across his breast, told 
Malovrozich of his German friend, 
who had come recently from Colo- 
rado, where he had inherited a for- 
tune of $67,000 from his father. One 
condition of the bequest, he said, 
was that $17,000 should be distribut- 
ed to charity. 

He wished to relleve himself of 
the unwelcome burdén of scattering 
Such largess, and desired some vol- 
unteer to take up the work. . Mr. 
Malovrozich announced his candi- 
dacy for the charitable employment 
as soon as he heard the details, and 
immediately agreed to demonstrate 
his responsibility by giving the Ger- 
man philanthropist $800, 

At West Adams street and Grand 
avenue the exchange was made, and 
Mr. Malovrozich bore his bandana 
and its suspected wealth home. He 
Wished to show his good fortune to 
his wife. She can't read English and 
thought the clippings were some 
quaint bonds. The neighbors told 
them of their fall.

After Nineteen Years. 


OVERCOME BY STORY OF 
HIS BABYHOOD TRAGEDY. 


OBERT ELISWORTH JOS8- 
EPH CLARK in the County 
Clerk's office yesterday read 


a chapter in his life which 
for nineteen years has been 
concealed in the court record 
of his adoption. This revelation 


Was unexpected, for as the pathetic 
account of a baby boy who had been 
left-to perish on a beach caught his 
eye, he gave way to emotion. But 
for the timely aid of an unknown 
person the waves would have washed 
the little body away. 

Mr. Clark, however, did not seek 
the record to read this history. He 
wanted to know his exact age so 
that he might register and cast his 
first vote. The papers showed he 
was adopted by Mrs. Minnie Frances 
Clark, a widow, in Judge Waldo M. 
York's court, February 19, 1897, 
when he Was 19 months old. He read 
in the papers that he was aban- 
doned when he was 4 months old. 


His little body was wrapped in a 


| single cloth, the ends of which were 


attached to a stone. The petition 
stated that the evident intention was 
to leave the baby on the beach to 
be washed by the waves and drowned 
or to allow it to perish by cold and 
exposure.’ 

An unknown person found the 
babe and carried him to a Dr. Ellis, 
who conducted a private institu- 
tion. Two months later the found+ 
ling ten ill and was sent to the 
County Hospital. Mra. Clark became 
interested in his fate. Dr. Ellis gave 
her a written release and she cared 
for the baby, nursing him back to 
health. 

Then Mrs. Clark determined to 
have him for her very own. She 
filed adoption papers, naming the 
foundling Robert Elisworth Joseph 
Clark. He grew to manhood, per- 
haps unconscious of his parentage. 
And when he read how narrowly he 
had escaped a cruel death and 
thought of the love showered on 
him after he was tears 
filled his eyes,

Wife of Famous Pianist, now in 
this City, Tells of Plans for Insti- 
tution in Warsaw, Where Lives 
Shattered by the War may be 
Rebuilt. 
An appeal has been: issued by 
Mme. Helena Paderewski, wife of 
the famous pianist, now in Los An- 
geles, to the women of this city, 


proposed women’s home to be erect- 
ed in war-torn Poland. This institu- 
tion, to be known as the American 
Refuge for Suffering Womenhood, 
will be erected in Warsaw and 
placed at the disposal of Polish 
women made destitute by war. 

It is estimated that more than 
600,000 women and young girls of 
Poland have had their lives shat- 
tered and are in need of help. 
Mme. Paderewski has made it her 
life work to organize aid for her 
unfortunate countrywomen. 

As soon as the main institution 
has been started in Warsaw, self- 
supporting branches will be erected 
in Galicia, Lithuania and other dis- 
tricts. In each institution the wom- 
en will receive instruction in vari- 
ous branches of industry that will 
enable them to rebuild their lives 
by work. It is intended to revive 
the ancient arts of tapestry weaving, 
lace making, silken embroidery and 
others for which Poland is famous.

LARGE INCREASE. 


NET GAIN SHOWS MORE—THAN 
THREE MLLLIONS. 


Principal Subsidiaries also Make 
Marked Profits In Nine Months, 
of Any Previous Fiscal Year, 
Says Report. 


A startling increase in the earn- 
ings of the Union Oil Company for 
the first nine months of this year is 
shown, as contrasted with the profits 
for a similar period last year, in a 
letter issued yesterday to stockhold- 
ers of the company. The figures re- 
veal net earnings of approximately 
$5,220,000, an increase of $3,070,000 
ove® nine months of 1915, and are 
at the rate of 21 per cent. per an- 


Marked increases in earnings of the 
principal subsidiaries of the com- 
pany, namely, Producers’ Transpor- 
tation, Union Tool and Southern 
California Iron and Steel, 
revealed, according to the letter. 
“Production of the Union and 
controlled companies combined for 
the nine-month period approximates 
4,955,000 net barrels, a gain over 
the same period last year of 1,120,- 
000 barrels,”’ the letter continues. 

“Sales for the nine months ap- 
proximate $20,550,000, an increase 
of E 000 over the same period 
in 19 

“The ‘gales to date this year ex- 
ceed the aggregate of aay previous 
fiscal year. Deliveries of fuel oil 
have been large, but we have been 
able to acquire substantial quanti- 
ties of oll, so our storage now ex- 
ceeds the quantity carried at the 
commencement of the year. 

“Capital expenditures for the nine 
months were approximately 81.830, 
000, consisting principally of the cost 
of new drilling and the installments 
on the purchase price of the steam- 
ships La Brea and Los Angeles. 
Both these vessels are now in serv- 
ice, and their operation continues 
fully up to expectations. 

“The excess of current assets over 
current Habilities, September 30, is 
figured at $12,900,000, the current 
assets totaling $15,000,000. 

“All sinking fund Installments of 
both owned and controlled com- 
panies due and payable at this date 
have been met.“ the report further 
states. 

Announcement is also made of the 
dividend declaration reported a few 
days ago in The Times. This divi- 
dend of $1.50 a share is payable the 
24th inst. to stock of record Mon- 
day. The declaration, it would seem, 
places the Union on a quarterly divi- 
dend basis, whereas heretofore divi- 
dends have been paid semi-annually. 

The letter jo stockholders is signed 
by W. IL. Stewart, president, and R. 
D. Matthews, controller of the 
company, and issued by order of the 
board of directors. 

The Stock Exchange yesterday re- 
ceived notification from the Union, 
signed by John McPeak, secretary, 
requesting that the listing of shares 
of the Union Provident Company be 
cancelled.

PLEADS GUILTY. 


Porte Rican Gee 
_ Suspended Jail Sentence. 


| Medical Board at Last Wins 


Over Strange “Healer.” 


Twice Before Freed Because 
of “Divine License.” 


Armando Dominguez, the Porto 


Rican whose fame as the “Miracle 
Man“ has been spread broadcast 
throughout the United States, Mex- 
ico, Porto Rico and the Philippine 
Islands by magazine articles and 
press accounts of his atleged heal- 
ing activities, changed his plea of 
not guilty to guilty yesterday before 
Judge Willis and was given a sen- 
tence of six months in the County 
Jail for practicing medicine without 
a license. The sentence was sus- 
pended on condition that he cease 
violating the statutes and give up his 
Latin clientele. 

The case has been watched with 
interest not only locally but every- 
where Dominguez has “practiced,” 
and especially in San Bernardino 
and Mendocino counties, where hun- 
dreds of apparently miraculous 
cures have been attributed to the 
dark-skinned healer. His conviction 
is regarded by the State Medical 
Board as a signal victory since pre- 
vious prosecutions of Dr.“ Domin- 
guez have resulted disastrously for 
the medical board. 

In June, 1915, the “miracle man” 
was arrested in Chino for practic- 
ing without a license and was tried 
before a jury in the Superior Court 
at San Bernardino. Notwithstand- 
ing the records showed and the de- 
fendant admitted that he had no 
State license, the defense introduced 
evidence showing that he had cured 
the blind and made the lame to 
walk, and the jury returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty, holding that he 
had a “divine license which was 
manifest and inalienable.” 

Secure in his “divine right,” the 
Porto Rican healer continued to 
practice among the dark-skinned la- 
borers of n Bernardino county 
without further molestation for 
practically a year Then he crossed 
the county line and the Los Angeles 
county authorities arrested him at 
Puente about three months ago. 

The feeling in San Bernardino 
county was intense during the pre- 
vious trial and sensational scenes 
were enacted in the Superior Court 
when witness after witness took the 
stand and testified in behaif of the 
“medicine man.”

Mrs. Simons avoided all partisan- 
ship in her discourse, merely urg- 
ing her hearers to be sufficiently in- 
terested to register and record an in- 
telligent vote on the many big is- 
sues at stake. She reiterated her 
faith in the waking of the social 
conscience, and declared that the 
time for selfish, pork-barreling in 
politics was passing; that the great- 
est good for the greatest number, 
the welfare of the whole nation, the 
whole State, should be placed before 
everything. 

Declaring that the word politics 
had an honorable n, notwith- 
standing its later reputation, she 
drew a laugh by admitting that the 
sort of political convention in which 
the men devoted the major part of 
the time in wild yells at the men- 
tion of a name and took several days 
to get down to business, did not ap- 
peal to women. Notwithstanding 
feminine lack of logic, they had a 
marked weakness for cutting out 
the hilarity and setting to work on 
the real questions. 

Her insistance that the vote car- 
ried a moral responsibility, and the 
ballot a moral decision, and that 
every political question affected the 
women as well as the whole nation, 
brought forth appreciative applause. 
And when she added that there were 
occasions upon which it was desir- 


able that the club as a club should 
Place itself on record upon definite 
political questions, there appeared 
no disposition to indorse the old 
idea that the club should keep out 
of politics. That a political con- 
science was the best kind of pa- 
triotism, that the sort of patriotiam 
fired by wars was as nothing to the 
steady patriotism necessary during 
the long intervals of peace, conclud- 
ed a well-balanced and well-consid- 
ered speech.

GENERAL VIELE 
GOES TO REST. 


Veteran of Many Battles in 
His Last Bivouac. 


Funeral Today; Interment at 
Northern Presidio. 


Life History of Bravery and 
Service is Written. 


Funeral services for Brig.-Gen. 
Charles Delavan Viele, U.S. A., re- 
tired, veteran of the Civil and Span- 
ish wars and of numerous Indian 
campaigns, who, died yesterday at the 
Good Samaritan Hospital, will be 
conducted at the Bresee chapel at 
2 o'clock this afternoon in the pres- 
ence of friends of the family and 
members of the Military Order of 


the Loyal Legion. The remains will 
be shipped to San Francisco tomor- 
row night for burial beside those of 
his wife, tn the Presidio Cemetery. 

Gen. Viele was widely known 
among America's older soldiers, hav- 
ing served with notable bravery on 
numerous occasions. When but 20 
years of age he was given a com- 
mission as second lieutenant in the 
First United States Infantry, and en- 
tered the Civil War. Seven months 
after his firat appointment he be- 
came first lieutenant and later, as 
recognition for meritorious service 
at the siege of Vicksburg, was com- 
missioned captain. 

He served under Grant until Vicks- 
burg fell. The rest of his service 
in the Civil War was in the Army of 
the Potomac. After the Civil War 
he was assigned to the Tenth United 
States Cavalry for service against the 
Indians. 

Gen. Viele was appointed - 
dier-general 1898. From 1495 til 
1898 he commanded the First United 
States Cavairy, and in the Spanish 
War took part in the battle at San 
Juan Hill and the siege of Santiago 
de Cuba. After this ponflict he com- 
manded at Fort ey, Kan., and 
Fort Sheridan, Ill. In October, 1899, 
Gen. Viele was ordered to Manila. 
P. I., where he was stationed un- 
til his retirement the following year, 
because of a disability received in 
* of duty. 

m. Viele was 75 years of , 
having been born at Albany, N. T. 
February 7, 1841. He was educated 
in private schools at Albany. In 
1872 he married Nannie D. Minor 
of Cincinnati, O. He leaves but one 
blood relative, Mrs. Talbot Oliphant 
of New York, a sister. Miss Edith 
Minor, a sister-in-law, resides here. 

He was a staunch Republitan 
and a member of the Military Order

After Failing to Secure Safe Con- 
then Visited Music Store Get- 
ting Away with Instrument and 
Records.

CITY’S FORMER CHIEF ZANJERO 
APPEARS IN COURT. 


Spouse Claims Man with History 
of Deeds Behind Him Deserted 
Her — He Denies this and As- 
serts Trouble Started Over Adopt- 


Sergt. Charles M. Jenkins, chief 
zanjero for Los Angeles from 1876 
to 1884, and the man who f6ught 
and wounded Col. John 8. Mosby, 
the Confederate guerrilla chief, in 
singled-handed combat during the 
Civil War, was charged with wife 
desertion, yesterday. 

The suit, brought by Mrs. Phoebe 
S. Jenkins, comes after a married 
life of forty-seven years. The 
trouble that separated them was the 
natural sequence of adopting a girl 


as their daughter. This Siri is now 
grown to womanhood. She is living 
with her adopted mother at Acton, 
while Mr. Jenkins says he has al- 
ways been prepared to give his wife 
a home in this city. 

On a recent visit to Acton, Mr. 
Jenkins told Judge Wood yesterday, 
he was made uncomfortable. He 
lays the alleged discord to the 
adopted daughter, Gabriella. Against 
his expressed wish, he stated, Mrs. 
Jenkins adopted a, child susceptible 
to tuberculosis. She wanted to 
adopt a boy, but he says he opposed 


As, at that time, Mr. Jenkins was 
a deputy United States marshal, and 
his duties requiring him to be absent 
from home for long intervals, a 
child was desired for company. The 
girl, Gabriella, developed. Then 
came, as Mr. Jenkins stated, proof 
of the lingering disease. He never 
quarreled with his wife, he said, but 
there were little things: Then Mrs. 
Jenkins and Gabriella went to Ac- 
ton, 

She wrote him once that there 
was money in bees, he stated. He 
then bought ninety hives and was 
preparing to ship them when she 
told him not to send them. He gave 
her all the money he could spare, he 
asserted. In fact, he said he lived 
in Santa Monica on $12 a month 
for three years, while she received 
$90 and the income from his flats. 
Attorney Hutton tried to show 
that Mr. Jenkins had inherited $5000 
from a niece, but the latter stated 
he had not received it and did not 
know such a sum had been be- 
queathed him, 

A fight over the property was set- 
tled when it was stipulated that it 
was Mr. Jenkins’s separate property 
under the statutes. This referred to 
government land he had taken up 
many years ago. 

J will never live 
again after this ex ure,” Mr. 

“There was 
nud cause for this suit at all.“

Following a sensational hearing 
that lasted from early Thursday 
morning until nearly 2 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, the State Board of 
Medical Examiners found Dr. Roy 
S. Lanterman, former Coroner of Los 
Angeles county and widely-known 
physician, guilty of unprofessional 
conduct in performing an illegal 
operation on i17-year-old Elizabeth 
Johnson, and revoked his license to 
practice medicine in this State. The 
hearing was held in Fraternal 
Brotherhood Hall, No. 845 South 
Figueroa street. 

The result of the hearing, coming 
as it does just one month after Dr. 
Lanterman was discharged following 
& preliminary hearing on the 
same charge before Justice Brown, 
created something of a sensation 
yesterday. The reversal of the find- 
ings in the case was, according to 
Dr. Lanterman's attorneys, entirely 
unexpected. 

OTHERS SUSPENDED. 


Dr. John Suckow, another well- 
known physician with a lucrative 
practice, was called before the ex- 


jamining board on similar charges 


involving Mrs. Gustave A. Schweiger 
of No. 519 Patton street, and sen- 
tenced to one year’s suspension of 
his license. 

Dr. Silas A. Austin, who was in 
the police court a few months ago 
fer prescribing drugs and narcotics 
to habitual users, was called before“ 
the board on charges of unprofes- 
sional conduct and of being con- 
victed of an offense involving moral 
turpitude. He was found guilty as 
charged and suffered a suspension 
of license for six months. 

Drs, J. K. Moradian and 8. 
G. Edwards were also called be- 
fore the board for alleged viola- 
tions of the law relating to prescrib- 
ing drugs and were found guilty as 
charged. Dr. Moradian's license 
was suspended for six months. Dr. 
Edwards was placed on probation 
for one year. 

Charges of unprofessional] con- 
duct, brought against seven other 
more or less prominent physicians 
of Los Angeles were dismissed upon 
motoon of Attorney John W. Hart 
who conducted the prosecution, 
These charges varied from advertis- 
ing unprofessionally more serious 
allégations, involving ‘violations of 
the State Penal Statutes. 

The Lanterman hearing had many 
unexpected angles. Attorney Hart 
placed Mrs. R. E. White of San 
Dimas on the stand early Thursday 
morning, but she decided the pros- 
pective hearing would be too much 
of a strain ans refused to give her 
testimony. The hearing of this case 
against Dr. Lanterman was finally 
postponed unt!ll the January session 
of the board and in the meantime it 
is planned to cite Mrs. White in the 
Superior Court for contempt. 

TO ATTACK LAW. 


Attorneys Dominguez, Dehm and 
Fitts, who represented Dr. Lanter- 
man at the hearing. announced yes- 
.terday afternoon that they will at 
once apply for a writ of review, and 
will attack the constitutionality of 
‘he statute empowering the Board 
af Medical Examiners to revoke li- 


censes. 

“This fight is going to be taken 
to the Supreme Court if necessary,” 
said Attorney Dehm last night. “The 
proceedings of the board were im- 
proper, in that one of the ‘judges’ 
coached the prosecutor and others 
privately conferred with witnesses 
for the prosecution. Also, during 
testimony introduced by the defense. 
one of the members left the room 
and instead of the seven members 
required by law to be present at the 
hearing, there were only six. 

“We also hold phat the board has 
no jurisdiction to revoke the license 
of any physician, as such license 
has been held by the Supreme Court 
to be ‘a valuable property right’ 
which can be taken away only by 
due process of law. As the State 
Constitution provides that judicial 
power is vested only in prescribed 
judicial bodies, or courts, the medi- 
cal examining board has no stand- 
ing as a court under the constitu- 
tion.” $

Railroad Commission Grants County 
Rehearing on Moot Plans of © 
the Pacific Electric to Put 
Tracks Across Roads at 
the Grade Level. 


As the culmination of a scrap 
between the county and the Pacific 
Electric over the construction of a 
spur track at grade across Covina 
boulevard the State Railroad Com-

The application was made last 
Saturday.

It is alleged that the Pacific Elec- 
tric went before the commission and 
got an order allowing it to construct 
the spur track at grade across Co- 
vina boulevard, Railroad avenue and 
Clark and Los Angeles streets, all 
county highways near Vineland. The 
Pacific Electric then demanded of 
the read department a permit to dig 
in the county streets, 

On the advice of the County Coun- 
sel the matter was referred to the 
Supervisors with the recommenda- 
tion that the permit be refused, in 
spite of the order of the State Rail- 
road Commission. The Supervisors 
refused the permit and directed the 
County Counsel to apply for a re- 
hearing.

pear on the November ballot. Four are 
amendments to the Constifution, two are 
State highway measures, and one is a bill 
whose operation has been suspended 
through the use of the referendum. Four 
are initiative measures. One of these pro- 
poses absolute prohibition. The second for- 
bids the sale of intoxicating liquors or their 
use in clubs or hotels or restaurants. The 
third provides that all taxes and licenses 
Shall be abolished except a direct tax on 
land. And the fourth denies to members 
of the Legislature the right to hold other 
salaried positions under the State during 
the term for which they are elected. 
Discussion over proposition No. 1 is cre- 
ating the most noise. This is a prohihi- 
tion amendment similar to the one voted 
down by such an overwhelming majority 
im 1914. It would place California at the 
head of the dry States in point of legal 
dryness. Its proponents assert that, since 
Washington and Oregon have gone dry, 
California must fall in line under penalty 
of becoming “the cesspool of the West.” 
Arrayed against the amendment are most 
of the commercial and industrial organiza- 
of the State. These feel that it would 
of folly for the electorate to 
ruin the grape and hop industry 
deprive practically 300,000 persons 
t at this time. Under the 
local-option law any incorporated 
or supervisorial district in California 
now secure local prohibition, provided 
desired by a majority of the electorate.

This preposition should have 
been confined to abolishing saloons. | 
Proposition No. 3 authorizes the issuance 
of $15,000,000 State bonds for the comple- 
tion of the system of State highways on 
which $18,000,000 has already been expend- 
ed and for the construction of additional 
laterals and branch highways which serve 
as feeders for the main arteries. This issue 
was contemplated at the time the first $15.- 
000,000 in bonds were ratified. Until the 
gaps in the present main lines are filled 
the roads themselves are not of a great 
value.

Proposition No. 4 is a primary-election 
bill whose operation was suspended by a 
referendum petition.

position No. 5 is an initiative measure 


| in e form of a proposed constitutional 


amendment providing that all public reve- 
nues, State, county, municipal and district, 
shall be raised by a tax on land values 
exclusive of improvements. This is the 


} notorious “single-tax” amendment. Its in- 


tent is that the $175,000,000 a year expended 
by the California State, county and munic- 
wal governments shall be raised solely 
through a tax on land. Public service cor- 
porations would go tax free; saloon licenses 
would be forever abolished. Until new 
methods of raising revenue are adopted the 
State would be left without a dollar of reve- 
nue. The tax on land would be so heavy 
that it would amount quickly to confisca- 
tion. The State would soon hold the land 
for delinquent taxes; and such is really the 
object of its promoters. They seek to abol- 
ish private ownership ot land through tax 
confiscation. Needless to say, it would ruin 
tens of thousands of small land owners and 
occasion a financial panic that would check 
the growth of California for at least a gen- 
eration. Like proposition No. 4, this amend- 
ment is backed by the d who compose 
the Executive Committee of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


Proposition No. 6 is also an initiative 
measure. It declares that no Senator nor 
member of the Assembly shall, during the 
term of office for which he shall have been 
elected, hold or accept any office, trust or 
employment under the State. Its intent Is 
easy to determine. At the present time 
twenty-six members of the State Legisla- 
ture hold other salaried post ons under 
the State government. It fs sienificant that 
each one of these voted with the adminis 
tration on each of the sixty-five administra- 
tion bills passed by the 1915 Legisiatire. 
It was notorious during the session that 
jobs carrying salaries of $5000 a year each 
were traded by the administration for sup- 
port for administration measures. It was 
a cold case of buying votes with public 
money. This gave rise to the new political

a repetition of such disgraceful practices 
in the future the present initiative amend- 

has been proposed. Gov. Johnson was 
responsible for giving each of these sala-

amendment. He has limited his opposition 
to instructing his union-labor commissioners 
to secure a resolution from the Executive

Proposition No. 7 is a technical but im- 
portant amendment to the State highway 
act of 1909, relieving some of the smaller 
counties of the State of unfair tax burdens 
growing out of the construction of the 
State highways. Under the 1909 act the 
counties pay interest on the State high- 
way bonds, the proceeds of the sale, of 
which are expended within the ty. 
This compels Yolo county to.pay the whole 
& the interest on the bonds for the con- 
struction: of the Yolo by-pass trestle which 
crosses a corner of that county only. The 
trestle is a valuable connecting link in the 
State highway system and it is unfair that 
the entire expense shall fall upon a single 
county. There are other cases of similar 
nature. Under the terms of the amend- 


“ment this condition can be relieved by the 


State engineering department. It was 
adopted by the Legislature without a dis- 
senting vote. 


NDUSTRIAL PREPAREDNESS. 

We may or may not agree with the 
statement of President Wilson that we are 
“not interested in the causes” of the con- 
flict which for more than two years has 
ravaged the fields and destroyed the towns 
and killed and mutilated the manhood of 
Europe; but we are deeply interested in 
the industria] yar which will be inaugu- 
rated immediately upon the cessation of 
the military war, for in the industrial war 
the United States will be compelled to be 
one of the combatants. 

At the Paris conference England boldly 
announced her plans for mutual trade in- 
tercourse with the allies that should give 


them possession of the markets of the. 


world, not merely as against Germany and 
Austria, but against the neutral powers 
generally and the United States particu- 
larly. 

The London Chamber of Commerce de- 
scribes the far-reaching scheme formulated 
by Great Britain at the Paris conference 
as a scheme “for regulating by tariff and 
otherwise trade relations with all countries 
so as to render impossible a return to pre- 
war conditions and for stimulating the de- 
velopment of home manufactures and con- 
sequent increased employment of native la- 
bor.” 

There is in the Paris declaration a plain 
intimation that in the industrial war pro- 
posed neutral nations are to be classed 
with enemy nations, that all “favored na- 
tion” treaties which interfere with the al- 
lied combination shall be abrogated, and 
that competition, especially American com- 
petition, shall be barred and the United 
States shall be industrially and commer- 
cially isolated. 

It is proposed by the Paris conference 
that at the end of the war the allies will 
resume the manufacturing of commodities 
with low-priced labor, the efficiency of which 
has been developed by military trainine. 
The Democratic tariff for revenue only” 
will permit entrance to the rich American 


market and the measures devised by the 


Paris conference will keep American goods 
out of the markets of the allies. 

The ruin that the success of the scheme 
of the allies would bring to the workers of 
the United States can be met but in one 
way, and that is by striking the Under- 
wood tariff law from the Federal statutes 
and returning promptly and completely to 
the Republican policy of protection under 
which this nation prospered so greatly.

He was born in a little home 
above a lumber firm's office at Fal- 
kirk, Seotland, seventy-three years 
ago. When only 12 he was taken 
from school to earn a few shillings 
as Office boy with a shipping com- 
pany. The family emigrated to Ot- 
tawa a year later and little Robert, 
when under 14, was dispatched 200 
miles from civilization to a lumber 
camp. Even today lumber camps 
are not Sunday-school centers; sixty 
years ago they were—well, less so.

He had enough money when 27 to 
buy a modest bit of timber land and 
started operations.

CONDUIT COMPLETE: SITE 


FOR RESERVOIR SOUGHT. 


HIEF ENGINEER MULHOL- 
LAND yesterday announced at 

the meeting of the Public Serv- 
jAce Commission that the Maclay 
high-line conduit in San Fernando 
Valley is completed, and that steps 
should be taken at once to provide a 
small reservoir site for the storage 
of water on this line, so that there 
may be continuous service in times 
when it may be necessary to shut 
off the conduit flow. 

He stated that negotiations for a 
formerly recommended site had been 
dropped, and that there is now avail- 
able a site of six acres, owned by 
Mrs. Grace M. Stivers, which can be 
secured for $500 an acre. The com- 
mission authorized the purchase of 


this site, to be paid for out of water 
revenue funds. | 

The Maclay conduit was bullt on a 
larger scale than required to carry 
water simply for San Fernando Val- 
ley uses, as it is expected that later 
on it will have to carry waters to 
territory farther eastward. The city 
pays for and retains this surplus in- 
terest in the conduit, the balance of 
which cost is paid for by the irriga- 
tion district. The proposed reservoir 
will be classed with the city’s sur- 
Plus holdings in this part of the 
system, and it therefore is to be paid 
for out of the water revenues.
